An Issue Of Law Vs. Anarchy 


'"pHE man who says that liquor is a dead issue in this state is 
X either woefully ignorant of the facts or an out and out 
agent for the Ohio brewers. 
Achmittely, the liquor issue should 


be dead in Ohio, but thanks to the supposedly defunct brewing 
interests it isn't. 


The reasons for this unfortunate state of affairs are simple 


and easily understood. Less than a year ago the Ohio legisla- 
tors, in compliance with the state prohibition amendment, the 
wishes of their constituents and the dictates of their own com- 
mon sense, passed a law known as House Bill 620 and aesigned 
to make the amendment effective. 


Constitutional provisions, as every one knows, are general 


in their terms and express the fixed sentiments of the people in 
the permanent, organic law. Statutes, on the contrary, are 
definite in their terms and declare in detail how the organic law 
shall be administered and fix the penalties for its violation. 
Without express statutes to make them effective and provide 
means for their enforcement, constitutional provisions,nre prac- 
tically dead letters 


Accordingly, in compliance with the will of thc people the 
last General Assembly passed an ordinary r.l.itute, House Bill 
No. 620, for the fulfillment in detail of the general terms of <he 
recent state prohibition amendment." Dealing with the ordinary 
elements of citizenship the mere enactment of this bill would 
have ended the matter. But in dealing with Ohio brewers,Hhe 
most vicious special interest that over infested thc state, the'peo- 
'ple are confronted by a different proposition. 


These men, grown rich and autocratic out of the earnings j 


of the poor, have been notorious thruout the annuls of the state 
for their brazen defiance of any law that did not suit their ma- ^ _ ^wimv __ „ _ 


• jesties. This house bill, of course did not suit them, ior they and glvo hi3 or hor reason for so doing. 
their allies, the distillers, have old stocks of booze to dispose of 
and were not to be thwarted in their determination by a little 
thing like a constitutional amendment or a statutory enactment. 


So they have regularly violated both the constitution and 


the statutes"in every large city in the state—and in some of the 


• smaller ones, too,—ever since Hie prohibition amendment was 
1 put into the constitution. 
But House Bill Nc. 620 is something 


i different. It has teeth in it. It provides that these pot-bellied 
gentlemen, most of them Gorman by birth and all of them in 
sympathy, shall pay substantial fines and even go to jail for try- 
ing to override the overwhelming moral sentiment of the people 
of Ohio. 


So they have circulated petitions among themselves and 


others with similar lawless tendencies and arc referring back to 
the people House Bill No. G20 in an effort to have this sensible 
and beneficial statute repealed in the court of last resort—the 
ballot box. 


The duty of all law-abiding citizens is plain. The will of 


the people and the work of the legislature should plainly be 
sustained. This bill provides no unreasonable penalties. 
It is 


simply designed to stamp out the illegal traffic in beverage in- 
toxicants. It prorides not a penalty which a decent, law-abiding 
citizen need fear, but it does provide ways and means to send a 
lot of outlaws and German sympathizers to jail. 
At the polls the voter will be given a separate ballot. Those 
that believe in law enforcement and the upholding- of thc hands 
of the legislature in the simple performance of its duty, will 
place an X opposite the word YES. 
The whole question is one solely of law obedience ngninst 


law desecration. In the old days when the life of liquor ilseK 
was at stake men naturally divided into wet and dry. The man 
who believed in the continuance of the saloon and the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicants voted wet as was his right and this 
paper, always dry in its affiliations, always defended that right- 
as against the sometimes overzealous statements of the drys. 


But this year no such condition exists. The life of booze is 


not at stake. Liquor is not the issue. On this referendum of 
House Bill No. 620 we do -not see how sound, dependable 
Americans of whatsoever-shade of political belief can differ. 
It is not a matter of moral opinion or political view. IT IS AN 
OUT AND OUT FIGHT OF LAW AGAINST ANARCHY, OF 
DULY CONSTITUTED AUTHORITY AGAINST THE SHAME-1 
LESS DETERMINATION OF A BAND OF MEN, ALWAYS 
LAW BREAKERS, NOT ONLY TO SET ANOTHER STATUTE 
ASIDE AS THEY HAVE SO OFTEN DONE IN THE PAST, 
BUT TO DEFY THE CONSTITUTION ITSELF. 


We cannot i:onceive of the people of Ohio hesitating on an 


issue like that. In the rong run, the men voters of Ohio never 
did and it is inconceivable that this pro-German outfit, the brew- 
ers of the state, can pull the wool over the eyea of the natural 
defenders of the home, the women of Ohio, now that the ballot is 
in their hands. 
As stated above, all this talk in Ohio about the liquor issue 


being dead emanates solely from the old brewers, and it is 
false. But if the people of Ohio bear in mind as they go into thc

COVENANT OF THE 
LEAGUE OE NATIONS 


A Historic Agreement That Will 


Restore Permanent Peace 


to the World. 


43 NATIONS IN THE LEAGUE 


Tfcxt of Covenant That Should 


Be Read by Every Loyal 


American Citizen. 


"Washington. D. C.—Following Is 


the text of the covenant 
of the 


league of nations, as mad* public 
by the stafs department: 


In order to promote international 


co-operation and to achieve interna- 
tional^ peace and security, by the ac- 
ceptance of obligations not to resort 
to war, by the prescription, of open, 
Just and honorable relations between 
nations, by the firm establishment of 
the understandings of international 
law as to actual rule o£ conduct 
among governments, and by the main- 
tenance of justice and a scrupulous 
respect lor all treaty obligations in 
the dealings of organized peoples 
•-•with, one another, the high contract- 
ing parties agree to this covenant of 
the league of nations. 


ARTICLE ONE. 


The original members of the league 


Of nations shall be those of the signa- 
tories which are named in the annex 
to this covenant and also such of 
those other states named in the an- 
nex a« shall accede without reserva- 
tion to this covenant. &uch accessions 
•hall be effected by a declaration de- 
posited with the secretariat within 
two months of the coming into force 
of the covenant. Notice thereof shall 
he sent to other members of the 
league. 


Any full self-governing state, do- 


minion, or colony riot named in the 
*nner, may become a member of the 
league if its admission is agreed by 
two-thirds of the assembly, provided 
that It shall give affective guarantees 
£>f its sincere intention to observe its 
International obligations and shall ac- 
c«pt such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the league in regard to its 
aallitary -and naval force and arma- 
ments. 


Any 'member of the league may, 


miter two years' notice of its Intention 
so to do, withdraw from the league, 
provided that all its obligations under 
this covenant shall have been ful- 
filled at the time of. Its withdrawal. 


ARTICLE TWO. 


The action of the league under this 


covenant shall be effected through the 
Instrumentality of an assembly and of 
a- council, with permanent secretariat. 


ARTICLE THREE. 


The assembly shall consist of rep- 


resentatives 
of the members of the 


league. 


The assembly shall meet at stated 


intervals and from time to time ns 
occasion may require, at the seat of 
the league, or at such other place as 
may be decided upon. 


The assembly may deal at its meet- 


Ings with any matter 
within the 


sphere of action of the league, or af- 
fecting the peace of the world. 


At meetings of the assembly, each 


member of the league shall havo one 
vote, and may have not more thai) 
three representatives. 


ARTICLE FOUR. 


The council shall consist of repre- 


sentatives of the United States of 
America, of the British empire, of 
Prance, of Italy, and of Japan, to- 
gether with representatives of four 
other members of the league. These 
four members of the league shall be 
selected by the assembly from time 
to time in its discretion. 
Until tho 


appointment of the representatives of 
the four members of tho league first 
selected by the assembly, representa- 
tives of Belgium, Brazil. Spain anO 
Greece shall be members 
of the 


council. 


With the approval of the majority 


til the assembly the council may name 
additional members to the league 
whose representatives shall always be 
members of th-» council; the oouncil 
with like approval may Increase the 
number of members of the league to 
be selected by the assembly for rep- 
resentation on the council. 


The council shall meet from time to 


time as occasion may require and at 
least once a year, at the scat, of the 
league, or at such other place as may- 
be diecid«d upon. 


The council may deal at its meet- 


Ings with any matter 
within 
the 


sphere of action of the league or af- 
fecting the peace of the world. 


Any member of t.be league not rep- 


r*eented on the council shall be in- 
vited to send a representative to sit 
as a member at any meeting of the. 
council during the consideration of 
matters specially affectir.g the inter- 
ests of that member of the league. 


At the mePtlr.Es of the council each 


member of the league represented on 
the council shall have one vote, and 
may not have more tl.an one repre- 
sentative. 


ARTICLE FIVE. 


BJtc*r>t. whorr. otherwise, expressly 


-provided in rh:«. covenant, decision?: 
at any 
rri*u>f.ir.cr nf ;Vie ,i<sem'i,iy cr of 


the ccxsr.ei! f\.sM require- tho agree- 


inent of all the members of the league 
represented at the meeting. 


All matters of procedure at meet- 


Ings of the assembly or of the council, 
including the appointment of com- 
mittees to Investigate particular mat- 
ters, shall- be regulated by the as- 
sembly or by tho council and may be 
decided by a majority of the mem- 
bers of the league represented at the 
meeting. 


The first meeting of the assembly 


and the first meeting of the council 
shall be summoned by the president 
of the United States of America. 


ARTICLE SIX. 


The permanent secretariat shall be 


established at the seat of the league. 
The secretariat shall comprise a sec- 
retariat general and such secretaries 
and staff as may be required. 


The Cr»t secretary general si all be 


the parson named in the annex; there- 
after the secretary general shall be 
appointed by the council, with the ap- 
proval of the majority of the assembly. 


The secretaries and »taff of the 


secretariat shall be appointed by the 
secretary general with Ui« approval of 
the council. 


The secretary general shall act in 


that capacity at all meetings of the 
assembly and of the council. 


The expenses of the 
secretariat 


shall be borne by the membera of the 
league in accordance 
with tho ap- 


portionment of the expenses of the 
International bureau of the universal 
postal union. 


ARTICLE SEVEN. 


The seat of the league Is estab- 


lished at Geneva. 


The council may at any time decide 


that the scat of the league shall be 
established elsewhere. 


All positions under or in connection 


with the league, Including the secre- 
tariat, shall be open equally to men 
and women. 


Representatives of the members of 


the league and officials of the league, 
when engaged on the business of the 
league, shall enjoy diplomatic privi- 
leges and .Immunities. 


The buildings and other property 


occupied by the league or its officials, 
or by representatives 
attending its 


meetings, shall be inviolable. 


ARTICLE EIGHT. 


The members of the league recog- 


nize that the maintenance of a peace 
requires the reduction of national ar- 
maments to the lowest point consist- 
ent with national safety and the en- 
forcement by common action of inter- 
national obligations. 


The council, talcing account of the 


geographical 
situation and 
circum- 


stances of each State, ahall formu- 
late plans for such reduction for the 
consideration and action of the sev- 
eral governments. 


Such plans shall be subject to re- 


consideration and revision, at least 
every ten years. 


After these plans shall have been 


adopted by the several governments 
limits of armaments 
therein 
fixed 


shall not be exce«d«d without the 
concurrence of the council. 


The members of the league agree 


that the manufacture by private en- 
terprise of munitions and Implements 
of war Is open to grave objections. 
The council shall advise how the evil 
effects attendant upon such manufac- 
ture can be prevented, due regard'be- 
ing had to the necessities of those 
members of the league which are not 
able to manufacture the munitions 
and implements of war necessary for 
their safety. 


The members of the league under- 


take to Interchange full and frank In- 
formation as to the s<5a!e of their ar- 
maments, their military and naval 
programs andi the condition of such 
of thfilr industries as are adaptable 
to warlike purposes. 


ARTICLE NINE. 


A permanent commission shall be 


constituted to advise the council on 
the execution of the 
provisions of 


Article 1 snd on military and naval 
questions generally. 


ARTICLE TEN. 


The members of the leugue under- 


take 
to 
respect nnd preserve, ns 


against external aggression, the ter- 
ritorial int<-t:r~7 and existing polit- 
ical Independence of all members of 
the leugue. 
In cuso of any such ag- 


gression or in case of any threat or 
danger of such aggression, the coun- 
cil shall advise upon the means by 
which this obligation skall be fulfilled. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN. 


Any war or thrent of war, wh*UMT 


Immediately affecting any of the mem- 
bers of the league or not. Is hereby 
declared n matter of concern to the 
whole league, and; the league shall 
take any action that may be deemed 
wise and affectnal to safeguard the 
peace of nations. In cane any such 
emergency should /rise, the secretary 
general shall, on the request of any 
member of the le«enie, forthwith sum- 
mon a meeting of the council. 


It Is also declared to bo the funda- 


mental right of each member of the 
lettinie, to bring to the attention of the 
assembly or of the council any cir- 
cumstance whatever affecting Interna- 
tional relation* which threatens to 
disturb either the peace or the good 
understanding between nations upon 
which peore dependi. 


ARTICLE TWELVE. 


The members of the league agree 


that if there should arise bet-Ween 
them any dispute likely to lead to 
a nipture. they will submit tho matter 
either to nrbltratlon or to Inquiry by 
the council, arid they nirre.e ]n no o.ase 
to- resort to war until three months 
after the award hy the arbitrators or 
the report by the council. 


Tn a::y rase under this article, the 


award of fho arbitrator* shall he m»de 
w-.thin a rei-or.fvble t,;rr,e. nnd the rr- 
port r,f the 
council shall be made 


within six months after the submis- 
sion of the dispute. 


ARTICLE THIRTEEN. 


The members of the league agree 


that, whenever 
any dispute 
shall 


arise between them which they rec- 
ognize to be suitable for submission 
to arbitration and which can not be 
satisfactorily settled by diplomacy, 
they will submit the whole subject 
matter to arbitration. 


Disputes as to the 
Interpretation 


of a treaty, as to any question of 
international law, aa to the existence 
of any fact which, It established, 
would conatitute a breach of any in- 
ternational obligation, or -as to the 
orient and nature of the reparation 
to be mad* for any such breach, are 
declared to be among those which 
are generally suitable for submission 
to arbitration. 


For the consideration of any such 


dispute the court of arbitration to 
which tho case is referred shall be 
the court agreed on by the parties in 
the 
dispute or stipulated 
In any 


convention eons/ting between them. 


The members of the league agree 


that they will carry out In full good 
faith any award that may be rendered, 
and that they will not resort to war 
against a member of the league which 
complies therewith. 
In the event of 


any failure to carry out such an award 
the council shall propose that steps 
should be taken to give effect thereto. 


ARTICLE FOURTEEN. 


The council shall formulate and sub- 


mit to the members of the league for 
adoption plans for the establishment 
of a permanent court of international 
justice. The court shall be competent 
to hear and determine any dispute of 
an International character which the 
parties thereto submit to it. The court 
may also given an advisory opinion 
upon any dispute or question referred 
to it by the council or by the assem- 
bly. 


ARTICLE FIFTEEN. 


If there should arise between mem- 


bers of the league any dispute likely 
to lead to a rupture which is not sub- 
mitted1 to arbitration in accordance 
with Article- XIII. the members of 
the league agree that they will sub- 
mit the matter to the council. 


Any party to the dispute may effect 


such submission by giving notice of 
the existence of the dispute to the 
secretary general, who will make all 
necessary arrangements for a full In- 
vestigation and consideration thereof. 


For this purpose the parties to the 


dispute will communicate to the sec- 
retary general, as promptly as possi- 
ble, 
statements of their case with all 


the relevant facts and papers and the 
council may forwith direct tho pub- 
lication thereof. 


In Cage of Success. 


The council shall endeavor to effect 


a settlement of any dispute, and If 
such efforts are successful a state- 
ment shall be made public giving such 
facts and explanations regarding the 
dispute, terms of settlament thereof, 
as the council may deem appropriate. 


If. the dispute is not thus settled, 


the council, either unanimously or by 
a majority vote, shall make and pub- 
lish a report containing a statement 
of t-ho facts of tho dispute and the 
recommendations which are deomed 
just and proper In regard thereto. 


Any member of the league repre- 


sented on the council may make pub- 
lic a statement of tho facts of the 
dispute nnd of Its conclusions regard- 
ing the same. 


Agree "to Avoid War. 


If a report by the council is unan- 


imously agreed- to by the me.mhers 
thereof other than the representatives 
of one or more of the parties to the 
dispute, tho members of the league 
agree that they will not go to war 
witli any party to the dispute which 
complins with 
recommendations of 


the report. 


If t.he council fails to roach a report 


which is unanimously agreed to by t.he 
members thereof, other than tho rep- 
rofiftntatlvos of ono or more of the 
parties to the dispute, the members 
of the league reserve, to themselves 
the right t0 take such action us they 
shall ccmtilclor necessary for the main- 
tenance of right and Justice. 


If t.he, dispute between the parties 


is claimed by one of them, and is 
found by the council, to arise out of a 
matter which by International law Is 
solely within t.he domestic jurisdic- 
tion of that party, the council shall 
so report, and shall make no recom- 
mendation as to Its settlement. 


May Refer to Assembly. 


The council may in any case under 


this article refer the dispute to tho 
assembly. The dispute- shall be so re- 
ferred at the request of either party 
to the dispute, provided that such re- 
quest be made within fourteen days 
after the submission of the dispute to 
thft council. 


In 
any case referred to the as- 


sembly, nil the 
provisions of this 


article and of Article 12 relating to 
t.he 
action and powers of the council 


sha.H apply to thft action and powers 
Of the assembly, provided that a re- 
port made by the assembly. If con- 
curred in by the representatives of 
those members of the league repre- 
sented on the council and of a ma- 
jority of the members of the league, 
exclusive In each case of the repre- 
sentative* of the, parties to the dis- 
pute, shall have the same force as a 
report by the council concurred in by 
all the members thereof other than 
the representatives of one or more of 
tho parties to the dispute. 


ARTICLE SIXTEEN. 


Should any member of the league 


resort to -.var in disregard of its cove- 
nants unrtor articles twelve, thirteen, 
or"fifteor.. it shnM, ipro facto, be deem- 
ed to hnve committed an act cf war 
acnfnf! all 
oilier 
memrierR 
of 
the 


league, which hereby ur.dert.iVc im- 


mediately to subject It to the sever 
ance of all trade or financial relations, 
the prohibition of all Intercourse be- 
tween their nationals and the nation- 
als of the convenant breaking state, 
and the prevention of all financial, 
commercial or personal intercourse 
between the nationals of the covenant 
breaking state an* the nationals of 
any other state, whether a member of 
the league or not. 
, 


It shall be the duty of the council 


in such case to recommend to the sev- 
eral governments concerned what ef- 
fective military, naval or air forces 
the members of the league shall sever- 
ally contribute to the armaments of 
forces to be used to protect the 
covenants of the league. 


The members of the league agree 


further, that they will mutually sup- 
port one another In the financial and 
economic measures which are taken 
under this article, In order to min- 
imize the loss, and inconvenience re- 
sulting from the above measures, and 
that they will mutually support one 
another In resisting any special meas- 
ures aimed at one of their number by 
the covenant breaking state, and that 
they will take the necessary steps to 
afford passage through their territory 
to the forces.of any of the members 
of the league which are co-operatinig 
to protect the covenants of the league. 


Any member of the league which has 


violated any covenant of the league 
may lie declared to be no longer a 
member of the leagus by a vote of 
the council concurred in by the repre- 
sentatives of all the other members 
of the league represented thereon. 


ARTICLE SEVENTEEN. 


In the event of a dispute between a 


member of the league and a state 
which la not a member of the league, 
or between states not members of 
the league, the state or states not 
members of the league shall be in- 
vited to accept the obligations of 
membership in the league for the pur- 
poses of such dispute, upon such con- 
ditions as the council may deem just. 
If such Invitation Is accepted, the pro- 
visions of articles twelve to sixteen, 
inclusive, shall be applied with such 
modifications as may be deemed nec- 
essary by the council. 


"Upon such invitation being given, 


the council shall immediately Insti- 
tute an inquiry into the circumstances 
of the dispute and recommend such 
action as may seem best and most ef- 
fectual in the circumstances. 


If a state so invited- shall refuse to 


accept the obligations of membership 
in the league for the purposes of such 
dispute, and shall resort to war 
against a member of the league, the 
provisions of article sixteen shall be 
applicable as against the state taking 
such action. 


If both parties to the dis-pute, when 


so Invited, refuse to acce.pt the obliga- 
tions of membership in the league for 
the purposes of such dispute, the 
council may take such measures and 
make such recommendations as will 
prevent hostilities and will result in 
the settlement of the dispute. 


ARTICLE EIGHTEEN. 


Every treaty or international en- 


gagement entered into bore-after by 
any member of the league, shall be 
forthwith registered with the secre- 
tariat and shall, as soon as possible, 
be published by it. 
No such treaty 


or International engagement shall be 
binding until so registered. 


ARTICLE NINETEEN. 


The assembly rnay from time to 


time advise the reconsideration by 
members of the league of treaties 
which have become inapplicable, and 
the 
consideration 
of international 


conditions whose continuance might 
endanger the peace of the world. 


ARTICLE TWENTY. 


The members of the league sever- 


ally agree that this covenant is .ac- 
cepted as, abrogating all obligations 
or understandings inter se which are 
inconsistent with the terms thereof, 
und solemnly undertake that they will 
riot hereafter enter into any engage- 
ments inconsistent with the terms 
thereof. 


In case any member of the league 


shall, before becoming a member of 
tho 
league, have 
undertaken any 


obligations 
Inconsistent with 
the 


terms of this covenant, it shall be 
the duty of such member to take im- 
moitUUe steps to procure its release 
from such obligations. 


ARTICLE TWENTY-ONE. 


Nothing In this covenant shall be 


deemed to affect the validity of Inter- 
national engagements, such as treat- 
ies of arbitration or regional under- 
standings lilio the Monroe doctrine 
for 
securing 
the 
maintenance of 


peace. 


ARTICLE TWENTY-TWO. 


To those colonies and territories 


which, as a consequence of the late 
war, 
have ceased to be unde-r the. sov- 


ereignty of the, states which formerly 
governed them and which are inhab- 
ited1 by peoples not yet able to stand 
by themselves under ths strenuous 
condifons of the modern world, there 
should be applied the principle that 
the well-being and development 
of 


such peoples form a sacred trust of 
civilization onA that securities for the 
performance of this trust should be 
embodied In this covenant. 


Tho host method of giving practic- 


able effect to this principle Is that 
the tutelage of such peoples be In- 
truste-d to advanced nation* who. by 
reason of their resources, their expe- 
rlece or their geographical position, 
can best undertake this responsibility 
and who are willing to accept It, and 
that this tutelage should be exercised 
by them as mandatories on behalf of 
the league. 


The character of the mandate mutt 


differ according to the stage of the 
•Ipvelnrimenf of the people, the g«o- 
jrra:?'.;cal situation of the territory. 


Its economic conditions an* other 
similar circumstances, 


Certain communities formerly be- 


longing to the Turkish empire have 
reached a. stage of development where 
their existence, as Independent na- 
tions, can be provisionally recognized 
subject to the rendering of adminis- 
trative 
advice and assistance by a 


mandatory until 'such time as they 
are able to stand alone. The wishes 
of these communities must be a prin- 
cipal consideration la the selection of 
the mandatory. 


Other peoples, especially those of 


central Africa, who are at such a 
stage that 
the 
mandatory 
must 


be responsible for the administration 
of 
the 
territory under 
conditions 


which will guarantee freedom of con- 
science or religion, subject only to the 
maintenance of public order and mor- 
als, the prohibition of abuses, such as 
the slave trade, the arms traffic, and 
the liquor traffic and the prevention 
of the establishment of fortifications 
or military and naval bases and- of 
military training of the natives for 
other 
than 
police purposes 
and 


the defense of territory, and will also 
•secure equal opportunites- for 
the 


trade and commerce of other mem- 
bers of the league. 


Sparsely Settled Place*. 


There are territories, such as> South 


west Africa and certain of the South 
Pacific islands which, owing to the 
sparseness of their population or their 
small size or their remoteness from 
the centers of civilization or their 
geographical contiguity to the terri- 
tory of the mandatory and other cir- 
cumstances, can be best administered 
under the laws of the mandatory as 
Integral portions of its territory, sub- 
ject to the safeguards above men- 
tioned, in the Interests of the indigen- 
ous population. In every case of man- 
date, the mandatory shall lender to 
the council an annual report in refer- 
ence to the territory committed to its 
charge. 


The degree of authority, control, or 


admlnstration to be exercised by the 
mandatary shall, if not previously 
agreed upon by the members of the 
league, be explicity defined In each 
case by the council. 


A permanent commission shall be 


constituted to receive and examine 
the annual reports of the mandatories 
and to advise the council on all mat- 
ters relating to observance of the 
mandates. 


ARTICLE TWENTY-THREE. 


Subject to and- in accordance with 


the provisions of international con- 
ventions existing or hereafter to be 
agreed1 upon, .members of the league: 


(a) will endeavor to secure and 


'maintain fair and humane conditions 
of labor for men, women and children, 
both in their own countries and In all 
countries to which their commercial 
and Industrial relations extend, and 
for that purpose will establish and 
maintain the necessary international 
organizations. 


(b) Undertake to secure Just treat- 


ment of the native inhabitants of ter- 
ritories under their control. 


(c) Will intrust the league with the 


general supervision over the execu- 
tion of agreements with regard to the 
traffic in women and children and the 
traffic In opium and other dangerous 
drugs. 


(d) Will Instruct the league with 


the general supervision of the trade 
in arms and ammunition with 
the 


countries in which the control of this 
traffic is necessary In the common 
interest. 


(e) Will make provision to secure 


and maintain freedom of communica- 
tion and of transit and equitable treat- 
ment for the commerce of all mem- 
bers of the league. In this connection 
the special necessities of the regions 
devastated during the war of 1914- 
1918 shall be borne in mind. 


(f) Will endeavor to take steps In 


matters of International concern for 
the prevention and control of disease. 


ARTICLE TWENTY-FOUR. 


There shall be placed under, the di- 


rection of the league all international 
bureaus already established' by gen- 
eral treaties, if the parties to such 
treaties consent. All such Interna- 
tional bureaus and all commissions 
fo'r 
the regulation of matters of inter- 


national interest hereafter constituted 
shall be placed under the direction of 
the league. 


In all matters of International In- 


terest which are regulated by general 
conventions, but which are not placed 
under the control of international bu- 
reaus, or commissions, the secretariat 
of the league shall, subject to the con- 
sent of the council, and if desired by 
the parties, collect and distribute all 
relevant information and shall render 
any other assistance which may be 
ne<¥es«ary or desirable. 


The council may Include as part of 


th« expenses of the secretariat the 
expenses of any bureau or commis- 
sion which is placed under the direc- 
tion of the league. 


ARTICLE TWENTY-FIVE. 


The members of the league agree 


to encourage and promote the estab- 
lishment nnd co-operation of duly au- 
thorized voluntary national Re* Cross 
organizations having as purposes Im- 
provement of health, the prevention 
of disease and mitigation of suffering 
throughout the world. 


ARTICLE TWENTY-SIX. 


Amendments to this covenant -will 


ta>« effect when ratified by the mem- 
bers of the league whose representa- 
tives compose th ft council and *oy a 
majority of the member* of the league 
whose representatives compose the 
assembly. 


No such amendment ritall bind any 


member of the le*ru* which slgnllU* 
its dissent therefrom, but in that cat* 
it nhall cea.su to b* a member of the
